This, 
and other, sudden flood events around the nation recently 
prompted us to double check with Elba City Hall to be 
sure that routine inspections were being made on Elba’s 
flood gates and the two pumps are regularly being oper- 
ated to be sure they will work when (and if) needed. The 
answer was a qualified ‘yes’ and assurance that crews will 
double down on being sure they are operational.

Alabama reaches another record low unemployment rate 


Governor Kay Ivey last 
week announced Alabama’s 
preliminary, seasonally 


adjusted June unemploy-_ 


ment rate is 2.6%, down 
from May’s rate of 2.7%, 
and below June 2021's rate 
of 3.5%. 

This rate marks a new 
series low for the third con- 
secutive month. June’s rate 
represents 60,338 unem- 
ployed -persons, a new 
record low, compared to 
61,585 in May and 79,439 
in June 2021. 

“The good news con- 
tinues to roll in as we 
reach another unemploy- 
ment milestone of 2.6%,” 
said Governor Kay Ivey. 
“For the third consecutive 
month, Alabama has set a 
record-low. unemployment 
rate. Alabama is working 
like never before, and the 
future continues to look 
brighter for our state and 
her people.” 

The number of people 
counted as employed rose 
to 2,228,231 in June, a new 
record high. This is up 
5,306 from May and 59,902 
from June 2021. 

Over the year, wage 
and salary employment 
increased 41,200, with 
gains in the trade, trans- 
portation and utilities sec-

at ancient Neanderthal burial sites dating back to 60,000 B.C.E.

From its original purpose of offering a fresh scent during funeral 
procedures, blossoms are modemly used to send messages of 
comfort to those who are mourning. Flowers also represent the 
character of the person who has passed. By incorporating them into 
the service, blossoms create a blissful environment for those who are 
saddened by the departure of their loved one.

Dual enrollment funding coverage expanded at ESCC 


Starting Fall 2022, tuition 
costs for general academ- 
ic dual enrollment (DE) 
classes at Enterprise State 
Community College will 
now be covered thanks to 
changes in funding for the 
program. 

“We're excited to be able 
to use our funding to cover 
more general academic 
classes for interested dual 
enrollment students,” Dual 
Enrollment Director Ann 
Kelley-Spence said. “Dual 
Enrollment is a great way 
for our high school students 
to save money and get a 
head start on their college 
education or career train- 
ing. We are proud to have a 
large dual enrollment popu- 
lation here at ESCC, and 
we hope to see even more 
students taking dual enroll- 
ment classes with us in the 
future.” 

Kelley-Spence said there 
would still be a strong focus 
on career technical pro- 
grams at the College, even 
with the expanded tuition 
coverage. 

“Here at ESCC, we have 
well-known career technical 
programs that help students 
learn essential job skills,” 
she said. “We’ve even had 
dual enrollment students 
complete their associate 
degree with us before they 
graduated high school. In 
the end, we’re creating 
fully developed graduates 
through our dual enrollment 
program who are ready to 


work in high-wage, high- 
demand careers.” 

One student who took 
advantage of ESCC’s career 
technical dual enrollment 
programs is Sagittarius 
Williams, a 2022 ESCC 
and Charles Henderson 
High School graduate. In 
two years, Williams com- 
pleted her associate degree 
in’ Medical Assistant 
Technology before she 
completed high school. Her 
current career goals are to 
work as a medical assis- 
tant while she continues her 
education to become a nurse 
and, later, an anesthesiolo- 
gist. 

“I wanted to further my 
education at no cost to my 
parents, so I decided to 
enroll,” she said, stating that 
watching a family mem- 
ber dealing with an illness 
inspired her to look at the 
College’s MAT program. 
“My program allowed me 
to check all the boxes that 
I needed to make my deci- 
sion of becoming a Medical 
Assistant Technician/medi- 
cal professio 

She encouraged high 
school students to research 
dual enrollment, calling 
dual enrollment “a won- 
derful opportunity to take 

advantage of.” 

“The Dual Enrollment 
Program is very rewarding, 
and the staff members are 
very supportive,” Williams 
said. “I am glad that I chose 
the MAT Program. The 
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MAT Program will help 
more job opportunities be 
made available to me, espe- 
cially once I am certified. 
The training that I received 
was very professional. I 
appreciate’ and respect all 
my instructors and staff; 
I learned so much mate- 
rial over the last two years, 
which was a win-win. 

“The dual enrollment 
program gave me a jump- 
start on my career. It will 
open doors for me.” 

Matthew Muna, another 
2022 ESCC graduate and a 
Dothan High School gradu- 
ate, also completed his 
associate degree in airframe 
technology before his high 
school graduation. He is 
planning to pursue a career 
in aviation maintenance at 
M1 Support Services. _ 

“As I was entering high 
school, I was encouraged 
to learn a trade during my 
high school years,” he said. 
“I chose aviation because 
there is a high demand for 
employment in that indus- 


“I had a wonderful expe- 
rience as a dual enrollment 
student, All my teachers and 
counselors were supportive 
and helpful. I am blessed 
that workforce develop-

ment grants covered all my 
aviation, English, math, and 
science dual enrollment 
courses.” 

As part of the expanded 
coverage starting this fall, 
students will be able to 
have the tuition cost of any 
general education classes 
at ESCC covered, includ- 
ing classes like psychol- 
ogy, English or history. 
Previously, dual enroll- 
ment students at ESCC 
were required to be in a 
career technical program to 
have the cost of academic 
classes covered, and those 
academic classes were lim- 
ited to core courses, such 
as English, math or science. 

Kelley-Spence noted that 
funding for general educa- 
tion classes taken outside 
of career tech programs 
would only cover the cost 
of tuition and fees. Books 
would only be covered if 
they are taken as part of a 
career technical program. 

ESCC’s Dual Enrollment 
Program is open to eligible 
students in 10th, 11th, or 
12th grade. There are GPA 
requirements to take part 
in the program.

Brantley Bulldogs familiar with football sabe 


The Brantley Bulldogs have been one of the most suc- 
cessful high school football teams in the state over the 
past four seasons and expect to continue that dominance 
again this season as they head into their g7th year on the 
gridiron. 

The Bulldogs have posted 56 winning seasons during 
their ninety-six seasons, own a 591-331-15 overall record, 
including a 306-120-3 record at home, have claimed for 
state championships, 32 region titles since 1974, and have 
made 25 straight playoff appearances.
